I IE Library and Reading- Room Association, un- 
der whose auspices this Exhibition is held, was 
organized : 

i. To maintain a public Reading-Room, liberally 
supplied with papers and periodicals, open at all reason- 
able hours, and free from all unnecessary restrictions ; 

2. To provide a place of respectable resort, with 
pleasant surroundings, and thus remove, in some meas- 
ure, the temptation to patronize places where the sur- 
roundings and tendency arc towards evil rather than <*ood ; 

3. To build up, in Honolulu, a public Library 
worthy of the capital city of the Kingdom, and one which 
our citizens shall point to with pride in years to come. 

The Association having the above objects in 
view, has been organized on the broadest and most liberal 
basis. Membership is open to all respectable persons, re- 
gardless of any distinction of race, sex, or religion. The

dues have been fixed at as low a figure as is consistent 
with the paying of current expenses a id the proper main- 
tenance of the organization. The Association has clone, 
thus far, a good work, is in a prosperous condition, and 
is free from debt. 

For the proper and efficient prosecution of the work 
undertaken, it is necessary that the Association* should be 
provided with enlarged accommodations, which can only 
be done in a satisfactory manner in a building of our own. 
By the liberality of the Government, the Association has 
been granted a royal patent for a lot (47 feet 6 inches 
wide by 109 feet deep) on the corner of Hotel and Ala- 
kea streets,— on condition that a suitable building be 
erected thereon by June, 1883. It is estimated that such 
a building as will properly meet our requirements and al- 
low space for future growth, will cost about $15,000. It 
is toward raising this amount that the present exhibition 
is held. It is confidently believed, that the people of 
Honolulu will not allow an enterprise of such importance 
to the welfare and reputation of this community, to fail 
for want of the necessary funds.
